In the Claims 

Claim 1 (Once amended) A catalyst system comprising an activator selected from aluminum 
alkyls, alumoxanes, modified alumoxanes or ionizing activators, and one or more heteroatom 
substituted phenoxide [group] Ciroup 4 to 10 transition or lanthanide metal compounds wherein 
the metal is bound to the oxygen ot the phenoxide group and provided that: 

a) if more than one heteroatom substituted phenoxide is present it is not bridged to 
the other heteroatom substituted phenoxide,
